more. I doubt if more than a dozen sets exist in private hands.

in a couple of years at those figures. Sets are sold today only on a yearly basis, and 
there seems to be a bi g dem a nd f o r . the , few off e r i ng s m a d e. I know th a t A1 Hoch had a — 
run of years in a price list last year, at $10. or better prices, and he received so 
many orders that he lost his shirt on return p ostage. Most earLy 20th c entury y ears 


sell for $20.-$30. per year, from what I have been able to ascertain in the past few 

months . — (If the de a l w a s not a ny good, — I wnuJ.d n ot have let y ou h ave i tQ 

If Aaron cannot help you out re disposal of dupes, I will tell you where to ship 

them. If I cannot get you a good de a l, I . wil l s el l them for y o u . Next winter, I plan — 

to unload a number of my books in an NN sale, and I mil sell your dupe "Numismatists" 

for you, at my cost (no prof i t) . HoYfever, I think that I ca n get you out alot sooner. 

Christensen and Stone are doing very well at mail sales, and I might give them some 
books myse l f, and see what they can do for you . You' ll come out . If I w asn' t p er s on ally 

short of money (don' t have enough tine to make AND spend it), I wouldn't bug you.
